God’s Acres 

Against a stern, unyielding back- 
ground of the Aleutian mountains rises 
the spire of one of the oddest religious 
structures to be found anywhere on our 
vast American territory. God has found 
fertile soil even among the bleak and 
barren reaches of this Arctic outpost 
where detachments of our armed forces 
are now on duty. In a place where no 
Christian church has ever existed before, 
sailors of the United States Submarine 
fleet operating in the northern waters 
of the Pacific have erected a house of 
worship, significantly named “Chapel 
of the Deep.” Under the leadership of 
their chaplain, Captain Maurice Wither- 
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spoon, a veteran spiritual leader of the 
Navy, members of the fleet report for 
devotional service before setting out 
on their hazardous missions and upon 
their safe return.

A British Religious Poll

afhliation; 50 per cent admit praying 
regularly or occasionally; 50 per cent 
never pray; 10 per cent go to church 
regularly, or two or three times each 
year; 90 per cent never go to church; 
26 per cent said that their faith was 
weakened by the war; 40 per cent said 
that the war had made no difference in 
regard to their belief.

(Genesis 17) 


There are many 
lessons that we may 
learn from God’s deal 
ings with Abram, the 
father of all whoa 
believe. Abram al- 
ternates in his walk 
with God, at one 
time rising to sublime 
heights and at anoth- 
sinking in shameful 
failure. In chapter 16 
we behold him failing. 

The promise of a seed was a great 
trial to Abram and Sarai, especially as 
they were both advanced in years, Abram 
being 85 and Sarai 10 years younger. 
It looked as though it could not be so; 
and naturally speaking that might be 
true. 

Behind the history of Abram lies 
the spiritual meaning for us. Sarai sug- 
gests Hagar to help in the promised 
seed. Hagar is a slave and an Egyptian 
and represents our leaning on Egyptian 
means to help out in times of trial. 
Isaacs are not born this way, which 
things are an allegory. 

The results of Abram’s lapse in the 
matter of Hagar were trouble, sorrow. 
Sarai despised the “wild ass man” for 
so Ishmael is called in 16:12. All this 
forms the setting for our subject. 

For 13 years after the birth of Ishmael 
God never spoke to Abram as far as 
the record goes.

The Time of Revelation 

Then, when Abram is played out, 
his body dead, Sarah’s womb dead, Isaac 
as good as dead, El Shaddai appears. 
This is the first occurrance of this name 
of God and it is significant. God was 
waiting for Abram to come to an end 
of himself, to renounce self, to be hope- 
less in himself as far as seed was con- 
cerned. 

This is a needed lesson for us today. 
To be saved we must be without strength 
(Rom. 5:6). To be baptized in the Holy 
Ghost we must be stripped of our 
strength. “To them that have no might 
He increaseth strength.” “Not by might, 
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nor by power, but by my Spirit, saith 
Jehovah.” 

The Meaning of the Name El Shaddai 

The all sufficient God, the Enough- 
God, the Pourer-forth of His own life, 
the strength of succor, the All-bountiful 
Giver. Notice that fruitfulness is the 
thought in its occurrances (Gen. 28:3; 
35:11; 49:25). With this name God 
appears to a “done” man and covenants 
with him saying “I will” sevén times. 
Human extremity is Divine opportun- 
ity. God's strength is made perfect in 
weakness. 

To know the meaning of this name 
El Shaddai we must be like him to 
whom the name was first revealed, weak, 
helpless, barren. 

God Changes Their Names 

Abram means exalted father. God 
changed it to Abraham meaning father 
of a multitude, adding the fifth letter 
of the Hebrew alphabet, a letter with 
an “H” sound, aspirate, outbreathing, 
suggestive of fruitfulness resulting from 
union with God. God put a bit of His 
own Jehovah name into Abraham. Sarai, 
too, gets the “i” removed and an out- 
breathing letter affixed. “I can do all 
things through Christ which  streng- 
theneth me.” But without Him we can 
do nothing. 

Abraham’s Submission to El Shaddai 

In circumcision the man of God sub- 
mits to E] Shaddai. The spiritual mean- 
ing of circumcision is perfect trust in 
God, no confidence in the flesh. (Phil. 
3:3). Worship in the Spirit and boast 
in Jesus. For circumcision is not outward 
but inward. It types the cross as it mor- 
tifies the deeds of the body. 

This is the true way of fruitfulness. 
Painful though it may be it costs us 
the more not to rely on our blessed El 
Shaddai in abandoned trust.

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“Blood, Sweat, and Jeans” 


On May 10, 1940, Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain, then Prime Minister of Eng- 
land, resigned from his post because 
of the turn of events and ill health. 
The King of England invited Winston 
Churchill to form a new government. 
The famous words which Mr. Churchill 
quoted in a brief speech at that time, 
will be long remembered. “I have 
nothing to offer but, blood, toil, tears 
and sweat.” 

During the dark days of Dunkirk, 
June 3-4, 1940, at which time it seemed 
that the invasion of the British Isles 
was imminent, Mr. Churchill said in 
another message to his people, “We 
shall go on to the end, we shall fight 
in France. We shall fight on the seas 
and oceans; we shall fight with growing 
confidence and growing strength in the 
air, we shall defend our Island, what- 
ever the cost may be. We shall fight 
on the beaches, we shall fight on the 
landing grounds, we shall fight in the 
fields and in the streets, we shall fight 
in the hills, we shall NEVER SUR- 
RENDER.” 

I see in these utterances a wonder- 
ful type of what an out-and-out Chris- 
tian ought to be. This man inspired his 
people; and had Britain failed in those 
testing days of 1940, we would be the 
ones now to be blitzed. This man in- 
spired the people, that no matter what 
happened, no matter what the cost 
might be, it was “thumbs up.” 

We should be inspired by the Word 
of God in like manner. There may be 
dark testing days ahead if Jesus  tar- 
ries. We need something to get a hold 
of our hearts and then “we will fight 
on the beaches, on the streets and in 
the homes,” etc., not with flesh and 
blood but against greater “powers, 
against principalities, against the prince 
of the power of the air”; we will never 
surrender, we will never give up no 
matter what the cost may be. 

Jesus offered nothing but blood, 
sweat and tears in this life, for “all 
that will live godly in Christ Jesus 
shall suffer persecution.” 

First let us consider BLOOD— the 
atoning work of Jesus Christ, His blood 
shed on Calvary’s cross. Lev. 17:11— 
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by Wiii1AM SAVIDGE 


“For the life of the flesh is in the blood; 
and I have given it to you upon the 
altar to make an atonement for your 
souls, for it is the blood that maketh 
an atonement for the soul.” Again in 
Hebrews we read “without shedding of 
blood is no remission.” 

That is why we preach, sing and testi- 
fy about the Blood. We are going to 
sing about the Blood in heaven—the 
song of the Lamb of God. 

Many of our denominations that 
once were mighty and predominated 
are belittling the Blood; they have taken 
the blood songs out of their hymnals; 
but praise the Lord, we know there is 
POWER in the Blood! “Oh, the Blood 
of Jesus” —we sing it with fervent spirit. 

We are living in a cruel day. Your 
boy and your neighbor's boy may be 
sent out to battle and their blood shed 
in careless and free manner. In a news 
broadcast recently Hitler repudiated the 
claims of Russia; instead of millions of 
German youth slain in Russia it was 
only a little more than 500,000. Is it 
possible that man can become so callous 
to the destruction of war as to measure 
human life in that manner, “only” 
this much? 

In 1939 one evening as I heard the 
announcement over the radio that Ger- 
many was bombing Polish cities, tears 
coursed down my cheeks as I thought 
of helpless women and children; and 
you know how the thought of it shocked 
you, but unless we are very careful we 
can become calloused. Now we _ hear 
of thousands upon thousands of men 
dying, and we have become calloused. 
Yet there is some mother’s son, some- 
body’s husband shedding his blood. We 
are living in a day when blood is being 


shed. 


The Christian song writer, Isaac 
Watt, wrote: 

“Am Ia soldier of the cross, a follower 
of the Lamb? 

And shall I fear to own His cause, 
or blush to speak His name? 

Must I be carried to the skies on 
flow’ry beds of ease 

While others fought to win the prize, 
and sailed through BLOODY seas?” 


Listen, Christian, there is a price to. 
pay. The lethargy that is creeping over | 
the church, in church attendance, in‘ 
zeal, in prayer, and in giving to the | 
work of God, in many cases is pathetic. 
Man’s excuse is that we are living in 
the latter days, when the love of many 
is waxing cold, and iniquity abounds. | 
God forbid that we should conform | 
to these days. God has given us this 
Pentecostal Power to lift us above the 
conditions of this world. es Hl

about it on every page in the newspa- 
pers. How much blood are we shedding 
for the cause of Christ? | 

SWEAT:—When I think of sweat, | 
I think of the consecration of Christ. 
Consecration means to be “set apart.’ | 
I nLuke 22:44—“And being in an agony 
he prayed more earnestly: and His 
sweat was as it were great drops of 
blood falling down to the ground.” If. 
there had been no Gethsemane in the 
life of Christ. we wouldn’t have Calvary. 

We need consecration. Someone came 
to Henry Drummond and said, “What is.

men?” Henry Drummond replied, “Not 
more men, but a better brand of men.”

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STUDIES IN DANIEL 


STUDY II 
The First Chapter 


This chapter introduces us to the con- 
tents of the book as a whole. Here we 
learn whence Daniel came, and are 
given an insight into those elements of 
his character that were in evidence in 
his early manhood that, being daily fed, 
and thus developed, became fixed con- 
stituent parts of that remarkable com- 
bination of commendable qualities 
which has marked him all the way 
down through the centuries as one of 
the noblest personages of all time. 

I. Nebuchadnezzar’s First incursion 

Into Judah. 

Verses 1, 2. Nebuchadnezzar made 
three incursions into Judah. He was a 
king of Babylon which in his day rose 
to great prominence as a world power. 
Babylon had been in existence for a 
long time. Its foundations were laid by 
Nimrod (Gen. 10:8-10). It did not at- 
tract great attention, however, until the 
time of Nebuchadnezzar’s father, Na- 
bopolassar, who has been regarded by 
some as the real founder of the empire. 
“Two great empires had been striving 
for the mastery, Babylonia in the east 
and Egypt in the west. The former 
began in the closing years of the reign 
of Nebuchadnezzar’s father to gain the 
upper hand. The last attempt that was 
made by Egypt to attack Babylonia was 
the attempt that was made at the time 
Josiah went out against the king of 
‘Egypt and was mortally wounded (2 
Chron. 35:20-24). Charchemish at that 
time was a stronghold of Babylonia, and 
the Babylonian army stationed there 
‘was commanded by Nebuchadnezzar 
who was not sole king but was reigning 
conjointly with his father. The Egyp- 
tians were defeated and Necho, on his 
way back to Egypt, stopped in Jerusa- 
lem to remove from the throne Jehoa- 
haz, son of Josiah, whom the people 
had made king, and to place Eliakim, 
his brother, upon the throne (2 Chron. 
36: 1-4). His name was changed by the 
king of Egypt to Jehoiakim. Because he 
was a vassal of the king of Egypt and 
“was paying tribute to Egypt, Nebuchad- 


nezzar came against Jerusalem, removed

Jehoiakim from the throne and placed 
Jehoichin on it. Jehoichin reigned only 
three months and ten days. “And when 
the year was expired, king Nebuchad- 
nezzar sent, and brought him to Bab- 
ylon, with the goodly vessels of the 
house of the Lord, and made his brother 
Zedekiah his brother king over Judah 
and Jerusalem” (2 Chron. 36:10). 
Zedekiah was the last king of the house 
of David to sit upon the throne in Jeru- 
salem. He reigned eleven years. When 
he rebelled against the king of Babylon 
the king came with his army and over- 
threw Jerusalem, and the kingdom of 
Judah came to an end. The next king 
of the house of David that will reign 
in Jerusalem will be David's greater 
Son, the Lord Jesus, who will begin 
His reign there when the kingdom of 
the Son of man shall be set up after the 
church age shall have come to an end 
(Ezek. 21:27). 

The incursion that we read of here 
took place “in the third year of the 
reign of Jehoiakim.” In 2 Kings 23:36 
we are told Jehoiakim reigned eleven 
years. So the careless reader finds what 
he calls a discrepancy, for it was in this 
“third year” that Jehoiakim’s reign came 
to an end. A glance at 2 Kings 24:1 will 
lead us to see that it was in “the third 
year” of Jehoiakim’s reign as a subject 
king of Nebuchadnezzar, and not in the 
third year of his reign as reckoned from 
the beginning. It was at this time that 
Daniel and his three companions were 
carried away into captivity. Ezekiel was 
carried into captivity at the time of 
Nebuchadnezzar’s second incursion, and 
at the time of his third incursion Jerusa- 
lem was destroyed to remain a ruin until 
rebuilt under Nehemiah and Ezra. 

Josephus tells us that at the time 
Nebuchadnezzar made his first incur- 
sion into Judah he was not yet sole 
king, but was reigning conjointly with 
his father Nabopolassar. 

Ul. Daniel and His Companions Chosen. 

Verses 3-5. Notice the seven require- 
ments of those who were to be chosen. 
They were to be— 

1. OF royal or noble parentage. 

2. Without blemish. By which I 
understand physical blemish. They were 


not to be in any sense physically de- 
formed; they were to have perfect bod- 
ies. 
3. Well favoured. The reference is 
to their personal appearance. They 
were not only to be physically perfect, 
but good looking; their personal appear- 
ance was to be attractive; we would say 
that they were to be of striking per- 
sonality. Or as Moffat renders it, “good- 
looking.” 

4. Skillful in all wisdom. Or, “intelli- 
gent in all branches of knowledge” 
(Moffat). 

5. Cunning in knowledge. Or, 
“equipped with knowledge” (Alex. R. 
Gordon ). 

6. Understanding science. Or, “adepts 
in learning” (Moffat), “endowed with 
intelligence” (Gordon), “teaching 
thought” (Young), or “able to impart 
instruction” (Rotherham). 

7. Such as had ability in them to 
stand in the presence of the king. Or, 
“competent to take their place in the 
king’s palace” (Moffat). 

A careful consideration of these 
seven requirements will lead us to see 
that it was necessary that the greatest 
care be exercised by those to whom was 
appointed the task of making the selec- 
tion, and that comparatively few of the 
captives, in all probability, were able 
to meet the necessary requirements. 

Hil. The Test Daniel and His 
Companions Underwent. 

Verses 6-15. Here we are informed 
that among those chosen were Daniel 
and his three companions who are men- 
tioned by name. Here seven facts are 
set forth: 

1. The provision made for their sus- 
tenance was by royal appointment. This 
fact is stated by the prince of the eu- 
nuchs in verse i0. 

2. The names of Daniel and his three 
companions were changed. Daniel 
means “God is my Judge”; his name was 
changed to Belteshazzar which means 
“Bel’s prince.” Bel was the name of 
the national god of the Babylonians 
CIsaiah 46:1; Jer. 1:2; 51:44). There 
were other objects of Babylonian wor- 
ship, among them Beltis, the goddess

Because of the long delay in the 
mail going to and from Africa, John 
and Daisy Kennedy’s last letter was 
sent air mail to be relayed to their friends 
in this country. After personal greetings 
to friends who had written them directly 
on the field they write: 

“Thanks to all of you for your offer- 
ings sent each month for special gifts. 
Frances has had her first birthday and 
fared sumptuously. . . . 

“Since our lovely trip into the in- 
terior we have been very busy catching 
up on things. It was very hot while 
we were up country, and we all more 
or less lost our appetites, and Frances 
had prickly heat quite badly. This is 
a wonderful relief with the rains on. 
We visited many mission stations and 
enjoyed meeting the various Christian 
workers and missionaries. Many of the 
missionaries are overdue for furlough 
and worn in body, but no -chance for 
relief it seems. Pray for them. 


“When we arrived home we found 
that thieves had broken into our home 
and stolen some of our possessions. ‘There 
are very clever thieves here on the 
coast; they can come in even while you 
sleep and get away with things. We 
lost some things that we valued very 
much. We found missing bed linens, 
blankets, Pa’s raincoat and_ bathrobe, 
and shoes. A letter file with some im- 
portant papers, and later found the 
empty letter file in the bush nearby. 


We have since then reinforced our 
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windows so that no one can come in, 
at least not as easily as before. 

“We are still having our services on 
Saturday and Sunday evenings for our 
service boys. We wish that you would 
pray for us as we seek to help these 
men and that others will become inte- 
rested in the worthwhile things of life. 
it is very discouraging for them out here 
so far separated from their families, 
and nothing of real interest to them. . . 


“Our native churches are doing fine. 
The Kru church’s quarterly report is 
quite encouraging with the following: 
34 saved, 89 confessed help and heal- 
ing for their bodies in answer to prayer, 
14 filled with the Spirit, 297 homes 
visited by our women’s visiting band. 
Our women’s band is very active and 
have reaped good benefits for the church. 
Pray for them. 


Gold Coast, British Wet Africa 

From Brother and Sister Arnold C. 
Weston comes an interesting account of 
conditions there. They write: “After 
almost two months away from home 
we are now back again cleaning out the 
accumulated dust, mud-dauber nests, 
spider webs, killing scorpions. . . . Al- 
though we have been home one week 
today we are hardly in good working 
order yet. We came home without a 
cook because he stayed behind with 
a pain in his leg. We learned upon our 
arrival that we had no wash boy either 
as he had gone to see if he could find 
work with more money. We learned 
also that the bridge between here and 
our station at Bawku would be taken 
out this week. That meant a trip must 
be made to encourage the Christians 
there in anticipation of being cut off 
from them for six months during the 
rainy season.” 

Sister Weston continues: “That left 
me without any of the old experienced 
boys. To tell the truth I was glad for 
an excuse to do my own work. Every 
so often every woman out here itches 
to do her own work the way she wants 
it done, and starts in, but in this cli- 
mate she always ends up with a terrific 
headache and exhaustion. That is exact- 
ly what happened to me the first day. 


with the two young boys available to | 
help me out and I was able to calmly | 
continue, ‘Abuga, bring me the measur- | 


ing cup. Why, this cup is clean on the 


outside but not on the inside. See, 


the dirt is so thick on the inside that 
I can scrape it off.’ 


“Yes, Madam, but you told me yes-_ 
terday to clean all the pots and pans — 


in the kitchen cupboard and when I 


turned this cup over it looked clean.’ | 


‘Abuga, go and clean the inside of this 


cup with hot water and soap and bring 
it back to me to see!’ 

“After three coachings Abuga learned 
to take all the stones out of the rice. 
That is a hard lesson for the native to 
learn for according to his way of think- 
ing—can a person expect to eat rice 
or beans without getting a few stones? 
After a few days we began to under- 
stand each other better... . 

“During the two months we were 
away we spent nearly a month at the 
Coast. It was during the hottest season 
of the year. The change of air, food, — 
and fellowship with other people did 
us all untold good. . . . 

“While at the coast, Arnold made 
a special trip to locate some black Chris- 
tians from Liberia who had settled in 


Gold Coast and had been writing to © 


him for a year, ‘Come and help us. 
Come and see what can be done here.’ 
He found three groups with twenty 
members each. Most of them were work- 
ing and preaching in their spare time. 
One had been chosen to give his full 
time to Christian work and was being 
supported by the others. Arnold found 
them an earnest, consecrated, eager 
group of Christians. They had already 
purchased land for a church and were 
saving up money for the church build- 
ing. 

“We found upon our return that our 
Mamprusi Christians had carried on 
splendidly while we were away. The 
few who knew how to read had been 
teaching the others accurately and well. 
All had progressed. -Many new ones in 


the neighboring villages had started to 


pray and to read.

1,720 Post Offices in California and 
only 474 Sunday Schools—some one is 
missing the gospel, some are not hearing 
the Story! What is the result? Well, 
here is a part of it: delinquency has in- 
creased 25 per cent this year over last 
year, and 50 per cent last year over 
the year previous. Neglected Children! 
That’s a challenge to Sunday School 
workers, isn’t it? 

Say, ... did you have a Sunday 
School promotion in September? If you 
didn’t you should have. It does some- 
thing for your Sunday School that needs 
doing! 

Well, whether you did or didn’t, plan 
now for a successful year anticipating 
a “Promotion Sunday” next September. 

October is the beginning of a new 
Sunday School Year in most Sunday 
Schools; the time when we stand up, 
take a look around, stretch, and reach a 
little higher for a new and better grip 
on things (things which if summarized 
would fill this whole page). Of course, 
before “things” comes GOD! 

Now, — HOW? 


First: Get your teachers and workers 
and pastor into a special worker’s meet- 
ing. Stand up. That’s to give you a 
change, in case you have been sitting 
too long. In reality, the word “stand” 
should be “kneel.” The Christian sees 
further on his knees. 

Second: Take a look around. Face 
facts! ‘Take a census of your Sunday 
School situation. Recognize a summer 
slump if you have had one. Get out

Have you sufficient teachers? Are 
your teachers sufficient?

What do you lack that you can use to 
advantage? ' 

Have your secretary jot all of these

ready for the “stretch.” 

Al-to-gether — Stretch! In other 
words, Let’s wake up!

Outline a goal, and “hang on”! It’s 
not going to be easy. Being a Christian

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Setting a Bible Table 
Game No. 8. for your Bible Game Book 

To play this game we will need the 
following objects: a glass (to represent 
water), a milk bottle Cfor milk), a 
piece of bread or a biscuit (for bread), 
a salt shaker, an orange or an apple (to 
represent fruit), a picture of a fish, a 
platter (for meat), a bowl (to repre- 
sent vegetables), a saucer (to represent 
cheese), a small dish (for dessert), and 
a pickle dish. 

Divide your group into two parts or 
choose sides, and appoint a leader. 

Each side must have a table or a 
table substitute. 

In the center of the room, between 
the two groups or sides, make a circle 
with a piece of string, and in it place 
the objects mentioned above. We will 
call this The Bible Pantry. 

Seat the members of each side in a 
row facing the opposing side and num- 
ber the players 1, 2, 3, etc. so that there 
are two number l’s facing each other; 
two number 2’s facing each other, etc. 

To start the game, the leader reads 
aloud distinctly the following menu 
and explains it or any part of it that is 
not fully understood. ; 

1. Water: From Jacob’s well in Sa- 

maria.

5. Fruit: Grapes from the Brook of 
Eshcol in Canaan.

6. Fish: From Peter’s net. 
From the little boy’s lunch at the 
feeding of the 5,000. 
Prepared by Jesus on the shore of 
the Sea of Galilee. 
7. Meat: Fatted calf from the Prodi- 
gal’s home. 

Goat meat prepared by Jacob for 

his father.

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Pork from the sheet let down from 
heaven in Peter’s vision. 

8. Vegetables: Pulse from Shadrach’s 
Meshach’s, and Abednego’s _ ta- 
ble. 

Bean pottage prepared by Esau. 
Locusts from John the Baptist’s 
wilderness home. 

9. Cheese: From David’s lunch bas- 

iw Ket. 

10. Dessert: Angel food: From Eli- 
jah’s angel under the juniper 
tree. 

Prepared for Gideon’s angel under 
the oak. 

Prepared for Manoah’s angel that 
ascended in a flame. 

11. Pickles: Any trouble that some 
Bible character found himself in. 

Example: Jonah in the whale; Tob 
with boils; Lot in Sodom, ete. 

When the menu has been read, it 
is time to set the table, and the object is 
to see which side can set the most com- 
plete table. (The menu is used from 
memory only by the members of either 
side.) - 

The leader calls “water” and the No. 
1 member of either side that names one 
of the three things mentioned on the 
menu under that heading first gets the 
glass from the pantry to place on his 
table. 

Then the leader may call “meat” or 
“bread” or “cheese,” etc. and the No. 2 
members endeavor to choose something 
mentioned on the menu under that 
heading. ‘The one making a choice first, 


gets the corresponding object from the 


pantry to place on his table. 
The menu may be read twice if nec- 
essary.

consort of Bel, and Shak the Babylonian 
Venus. Hananiah means “Jehovah is 
racious’; his name was changed to 
Shadrach which means “Inspired by the 
sun god.” Mishael means “Who is as 
God?” and his name was changed to 
Meshech which means “Who is as 
Shak>” Azariah means “Jehovah is a 
Helper,” and his name was changed to 
Abednego which means “Servant of the 
shining fire.” The names of these three 
Hebrews were changed, but their char- 
acter remained unchanged. It is not 
enough that he who has been known as 
an atheist or a worldling be henceforth 
known as a Christian; he must not only 
possess the name of Christian; he must 
possess the character of a Christian as 
well. Evidently it was the intention of 
the king to make these Hebrews wor- 
shippers of his own deities; he was a 
believer in “gods many and lords many,” 
and it was his purpose that these He- 
brews who were to henceforth minister 
in his presence should be thoroughly 
weaned from their national religion 
which was the religion of Jehovah and 
which Nebuchadnezzar undoubtedly re- 
garded as simply one among religions, 
other religions being just as good, or, it 
might be, better, and that they should 
be fully indoctrinated in the faith of 
the Babylonians among whom they 
were to henceforth reside and to whose 
king they were to render service. He 
soon discovered that it is much easier 
to change a man’s name than it is to 

change his character. 

3. Daniel purposed in his heart that 
he would not defile himself, and he 
made request accordingly to the prince 
of the eunuchs. Mark the fact that we 
see here evidence of prudence. Daniel 
recognized the fact that it would be 
easy for him to alienate the prince of 
the eunuchs from him, and as a result 
of rash procedure bring about his own 
death as a rebel in a foreign court. He 
saw that it was important that he exer- 
cise wisdom; so instead of boldly assert- 
ing his purpose, he courteously request- 
ed that he might be permitted not to 
defile himself. 

4. God had brought Daniel into fa- 
vor and tender Jove with the prince of 
the eunuchs. Daniel had undoubtedly 
been in prayer concerning the matter; 
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he had not acted hastily; he had sought 
divine guidance; he had not moved un- 
til he felt that he was moving in the 
will of God; God in the meantime had 
gone before and had prepared the way. 


How interesting are the ways of God! 


5. Daniel proposed a test which he 
was sure would prove successful. In pro- 
posing this test he undoubtedly acted 
under divine guidance, or, with the 
faith that God would thus open the way 
for him to carry out the resolution he 
had made in his own heart and at the 
same time not offend the prince of the 
eunuchs or the king. 


6. The prince of the eunuchs consent- 
ed to the proposal Daniel made. The 
proposal was that the portion of the 
king’s meat and wine that had been set 
apart for Daniel and his companions 
should be taken away for a period of 
ten days and that they should be given 
vegetables and water instead. “Then let 
our countenances be looked upon before 
thee; and as thou seest, deal with thy 
servants.” It is stated concerning Mel- 
zat whom the prince of the eunuchs 
had set over Daniel and his companions 
that “he consented to them in this mat- 
ter, and proved them ten days.” 


7. The proposed test culminated in the 
desired result. “At the end of ten days 
their countenances appeared fairer and 
fatter in flesh than all the children 
which did eat the portion of the king’s 
meat.” 

IV. The Satisfactory Sequel Which 


Was the Result of the Fidelity of These 
Captives in a Strange Land. 


Verses 16: 21. 


1. They were not required to defile 
themselves with food and wine they 
could not conscientiously eat and drink. 
Their principal objection undoubtedly 
to the provision made for them was that 
the partaking of it would identify them 
in a sense with idol worship, the king’s 
meat and drink having been previously 
offered as an oblation to his god. Thus 
we see emphasized the importance of 
separation from all worldly defilement. 
This separation marked the beginning 
of Daniel’s phenomenal career in a for- 
eign land. 


2. God gave them knowledge and 
skill in all learning and wisdom, and 
Daniel had understanding in all visions 


and dreams. But these gifts of God 


would not have been given had they 
who received them not been found, as 
a result of their separation unto God, in 
a spiritual condition to receive them and 
use them for God’s glory. Here is a hint 
to those who desire spiritual gifts, and 
at the same time a suggestion as to the 
reason some people who desire them do 
not receive them. 

3. At the appointed time they were 
brought before the king. This appointed 
time was at the end of three years (ver. 
5). This was the length of the period 
of their training which was both physi- 
cal and mental in its character. They 
were doubtless under tutorage of the 
ablest instructors that could be found 
in the land. 

4. The discovery was made by the 
king that they were superior in their 
natural ability and attainments to all 
the others, and so they were given a 
permanent place in his presence: 
“therefore stood they before the king.” 

5. Not only in “matters of wisdom 
and understanding” were they superior 
to the others who had been trained at 
the time they were being trained, but 
the king “found them ten times better 
than all the magicians and astrologers 
that were in all his realm.” The ma- 
gicians and astrologers possessed human 
wisdom, but these possessed divine wis- 
dom. Ten is the number of ordinal per- 
fection. 

The chapter is concluded with the 
statement that “Daniel continued even 
unto the first year of king Cyrus.” It 
is not stated that he continued only un- 
til then. The statement that he contin- 
ued until then is made in order that it 
may be seen that he lived until the 
seventy years of the captivity came to 
an end. ‘The seventy years ended in the 
first year of Cyrus when the king issued 
a decree permitting the captive Jews 
to return to Jerusalem and rebuild the 
temple (2 Chron. 36: 22, 23).

work, even your salvation. I don’t be- 
lieve that all a person has to do to get 
salvation is to only “believe.” The devils 
believe and tremble. In Luke 13:24— 
“Strive to enter in at the strait gate; for 
many, I say unto you, will seek to enter 
in, and shall not be able.” In the margin 
it says “strive as in agony.” 


This business of being a Christian 
means sweat, sacrifice, and consecra- 
tion. Heb. 4-11—“Let us labor therefore 
to enter into that rest.” What time did 
you receive the Holy Ghost? In many 
cases it was past the midnight hour. 
God saw somecne in earnest and filled 
him with the Holy Ghost. Now, more 
time is spent in visiting one another 
instead of waiting upon God at the 
altar. 

TEARS:—We need more tears in 
Pentecost. We need to weep a little 
more. Psalm 51:17—“A broken and a 
contrite heart, O God, thou will not 
despise.”

God gave 
her a son, Samuel, one of the greatest 
characters in the Old Testament. 


Isaiah 66:8—“For as soon as Zion 
travailed, she brought forth her chil- 
dren.” If we expect to bear children 
in our churches we need to- weep in 
bitterness of soul. We need to travail.
